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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not commensurate in scope 
with that of the claims. Applicant asserts an important feature of the present invention is that a master specimen container from which a 
specimen is to be removed and slave specimen containers to which the specimen is to be dispensed are arranged in a row (on the same 
lane), The claims do not claim the structure is arranged as as argued. The claim recites the containers are aligned before and behind each 
other which suggests sequential alignment (column) rather than a row as argued. Furthermore even if the claims were to recite the 
containers are arranged in a row, the broad recitation of containers does not exclude the individual wells of the plates of Stylli from being 
considered as containers. The wells are arranged in columns and rows. Applicant also provides a number of remarks directed to the 
advantages of the operation of device for processing. It should be noted such remarks are directed to the intended use of the device rather 
than the structural elements of the device. Intended use bears no weight in the patentability of apparatus claims. Apparatus claims must be 
distinguished from the prior art based on the structural limitations not the intended/desired use or process of operation. 
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
